and a half millions; in eggs, one and n 
quarter minions; in horses, a falling 
oh* of nearly a million and a half, and 
a gradual decline in the imports of nil 
live stock. 


Referring1 to the import !of hides, ad- 


mitted free of duty, he st>atua that this 
causes a great depreciation in prices 
realized for hides of home production 
mid earnestly recommends that tho 
duty provided for in the reciprocity 
section of the new tariff law be im- 
posed in all cases where the countries 
from which such hides are shiped havo 
not granted equal concessions in re- 
gard to the admission of the agricul- 
tural products of the United States. 


The Bccrotary in speaking of tho 


withdrawal by the governments 
of 


Germany, Denmark and Italy of the 
prohibition against American pork, ex- 
presses Ills high appreciation of the 
president's personal interest in the 
matter, without which, he says, "this 
grand result could never have been 
attained." 
He reviews the s\abject of 


meat inspection, stating that it was not 
only demanded in order to keep our 
foreign markets and develop them, "but 
that there waa a very general demand 
for Borne inspection, by the people ot 
our own country, in many states of 
which, indeed, laws had been passed 
providing for a local inspection, which 
laws had, however, been generally con- 
demned as an interference with inter- 
state commerce. He \irges a system of 
inspection for all articles of food which 
arc the subject of interstate or foreign 
trade. 


The secretary offers considerable evi- 


dence as to the efforts of this govern- 
ment to meet all reasonable demand a 
from foreign countries with a view to 
preventing the transmission through 
our cattle exports of 
communicable 


animal disease sto foreign cattle, citing 
especially the excellent control of nil 
Hueh tUseuscti within our own country; 
the rigorous inspection of all animals 
coming into the United Stratus; the in- 
spection of all animals exported, and 
even of cattle-currying vessels, in or- 
der to secures the well-being and hu- 
man u treatment of cattle on ship- 
board, 


He points out the fact that for more 


than a year there has been no woll- 
[luthentlcated case of transmission to 
foreign countries of a single case of 
plinu'o-pnemnoma in American cattle, 
and that in the only alleged cases com- 
plained of by the British authorities 
the diagnosis of the American cattle 
inspectors on tbe other side who denied 
that these were genuine pleuro-pueu- 
munia have been triumphantly vindi- 
cated, not only by the life history of 
the cattle traced by means of onr in- 
spection system to the farms from 
which they were purchased in this 
country, but by the expert experience 
of highest British authorities obtaina- 
ble. 


The condition of the United States 


trade and the vigilant supervision of 
our government, he says^ justify the 
strongest presentation to the British 
government of tbe grievance which 
our cattle misers suffer unjustly by 
reason of its arbitrary regulations en- 
forced against American cattle, coupled 
with an urgent demand for their re- 
moval; adding that they havo been 
clearly shown to be useless, and that 
their maintenance can only be regarded 
as an evidence of unfriendliness 


Ho concludes that "justice as well as 


proper self-respect demand such a 
course," and adds that he shall in the 
absence of tho removal of such un- 
friendly restrictions, feel it his duty to 
suggest the rigid enforcement of the 
law now In existence prohibiting im- 
ports into the United States of all live 
animals, but at present suspended as a 
matter of friendship to foreign govern- 
ments. Ho says we have far more jus- 
tification for the exclusion from the 
United States of all animals coming 
from great Britain and its dependen- 
cies, than they have for the interposi 
tion of any obstacles to cattle exports 
from the United States. 


The secretary devotes a paragraph to 


the middleman, and the extent to 
which he is eaabled by various condi- 
tions, especially prevalent in America, 
to absorb u large proportion of the 
prices paid by the consumers for farm 
products, thus unduly limiting the prof- 
Its of the fanner. 
Admitting the dif- 


ficulty of remedying this evil, he points 
out that a partial remedy, to provide 
which is tho duty of his department, is 
to keep the farmer fully informed in 
regard to the market values of his 
wares. This will at least save him 
from, tho penalty of ignorance and tho 
unscrupulous greed of traders, and he 
concludes to extend the work in this 
direction until every farmer in the 
country may know, before he markets 
his goods, just what their value is in 
tho nearest market.

Secretary Rusk devotes considerable 


space to a review of the work of the 
bureau of animal industry. IJlcuro- 
pucumouia he regards as quite under 
control and limited in territory to two 
or three counties on Long Island and 
in New Jersey, over which a thorough 
quarantine is exercised, llo earnestly 
recommends increased appropriations 
to extend meat inspection to all appli- 
cants. 


"The benefits" ho says, "which have 


already accrued by the opening up of 
thu foreign markets to pork products, 
thn increased demand for beef products, 
and the re-establishment of their repu- 
tation for wholosonicnesa and sound- 
ness in the markets of the world, to- 
gether with tho protection which this 
inspection 'furnishes to unr own con- 
sumers, amply justify a liberal appro- 
priation." 


In reviewing tho work of the division 


of chemistry with reference to tho adul- 
teration of foody, the secretary empha- 
sizes especially the adulterations of 
coffee, which are found to extend to a 
very large percentage, not only of the 
ground, coffees, but of the coffee bean, 
wholly artificial coffee beans having 
been introduced into the market, of 
which many samp] en bought on the 
open market wore found to largely con- 
sist. These artificial beans are sold to 
tho trade at four cents a pound. In 
large measure, they are imported, and 
the secretary urges that such importa- 
tion, as well as their manufacture or 
use in this country be absolutely pro- 
hibited. 


Of the rainfall experiments he states 


"briefly that they have been made, but 
that as regards the production of rain 
lie has no data yet at hand which 
would justify him in expressing- any 
conclusions on the subject. 


In concluding his report ho Indicate4 


that from tho time lie assumed 
tho 


reins of office he has devoted his per- 
sonal attention, to a general enlarge1 
mont of tho scope of the work of tho 
department in tho interest of practical 
agriculture, especially the extension 
of tlio market for the disposal of tha 
surplus of our great staple crops, in- 
cluding tlie cereals and our vast animal 
products, and the enlargement of out1 


productive capacity, so us to aehicva 
the 
gradual 
substitution of home 


grown for imported products, and to 
bringing the: department into snch close 
relations with the farmers as would ac 
quaint them with its work, inspire them 
with confidence in its ability to servo 
them, and forcibly impress upon the of- 
ficers of the department themselves the 
wants and conditions of the tiller of the 
soil. These, objects he believed to have 
been measurably attained, and further, 
he isof tho opinion that by steadily keep- 
ing them in view and extending- and 
developing the moans already adopted 
towards their accomplishment, we may 
reasonably entertain tho hope of plac- 
ing thin department upon a plane of 
usefulness commensurate with 
the 


fondest anticipations of all those who 
labored so long and earnestly to raise 
it to its present official dignity, and to 
extend its opportunities for valuable 
work.

burning- and injuring stivcnil others 
that it is feared they will die. 


When tho news of the disjifltor reached 


this town, there was a great excite- 
ment, as it was feared many had been 
killed, and the relatives and frionds of 
those known to be employed in the 
mine flocked to tho scene. While they 
waited for neiva from tho hllaft, tho 
accnc was harrowing in the extreme, 
women and children ran hither and 
thither, wringing tlieir 'hands, wailing 
and weeping and seeking news and 
sympathy from relatives and acquaint- 
ances in the crowd. 
It was soon 


learned that, owing to the fact that 
this was Sunday, there were but four- 
teen men ut work in the mine at thu 
time of tiie explosion. Those were all 
cither killed or badly hurt. The in- 
jured' wore in such condition that they 
could not be removed from the mine, 
and it is feared all will die. 


Tho accident was caused by the ex- 


plosion of a safety lump, the flames of 
which ignited a quantity of gas which 
had formed in the shaft. This ex- 
ploded with fearful force, as shown by 
the mangled condition of the dead tuul 
injured. 


Little stock is taken in the theory 


that a safety lamp exploded the gas. 
The gas was undoubtedly ignited by a 
naked light in the hands of some of 
the men. The damage to the mine will 
reach $20,000.

A Miraculous Escape from a Ter- 


rible Death. 


Engineer Peter Noonan, of the Wabaah 


passenger train N o. 4, which arrives in 
this city at 11 o'clock a. m. from St. 
Louis, had a narrow escape from a hor- 
rible death near Palmer Sunday cjorning.
